Roberts said he had to “Concentrate 
on not falling down” after he opened 
up a tremendous lead on Aksland and 
the remainder of the field. 


The two-time Grand National 
Champ thanked Goodyear’s Bill 
Robinson (and said the rear tire he 
ran was the same one he used in 
the Daytona race), Lectron Carb’s 
Sparky Edmonston, Kel Carruthers 
and Bud Aksland, Bell Bates and- 
..of course-Yamaha. ___- 
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Ove Fundin, the five-times World 
Speedway Champion who missed the 
U.S./World test match due to a wrist 
injury, is coming to the U.S. to work 
with Ken Maely on further 
development of the Maely engine and 
speedway chassis. He'll be spending 
about a month at the Maely ranch. 


After the first (and last) 100-mile 
heat at Daytona, Roberts’ 750 rear 
tire showed 1.3mm wear.

Headlights on 


In your commentary on my letter of 
February 15 (published CN March 16, 
1977) you said, “It has been proven 
(NHTSA Motorcycle Safety 
Conference, San Francisco, July, 1973) 
that headlights increase conspicuity, 
and conspicuity decreases accidents.” 
To say “conspicuity decreases 
accidents” is like saying people are 
bigger than rocks. There are times 
when the statement is correct and 
others when it is wrong. People who 
fail to dim at night or drive on the 
wrong side of the road “increase 
conspicuity” but it is questionable that 
these tactics decrease accidents. 

What you called a NHTSA 
conference must have been 
the Second International Congress 
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on Automotive Safety sponsored by the 
National Motor Vehicle Safety 
Advisory Council. This is the only 
major safety meeting that we know of 
that was held in San Francisco in July 
1973 and was concerned with 
motorcycle safety. At that meeting 
Don Bischoff of DOT and some other 
speakers did mention that under 
favorable conditions the use of 
headlights during the day increased 
the ability of observers to detect and 
recognize the presence of motorcycles. 
The question of importance is, “would 
this decrease accidents?” The accident 
studies all indicate that there is not 
only an zncrease, but, in the case of 
fatal accidents, a marked increase. 

We expect the lights on rider to 
have about 60 percent more fatal 
accidents than his normal riding 
counterpart. The AMA studies agree 
with this and add that seven of eight 
states experienced an increase in both 
accidents and accident frequency after 
passage of their lights-on laws. The 
notoriously .antimotorcycle Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety studied 
fatal accidents only, and every one of 
their lights-on states experienced an 
increase in fatal accidents after 
passage of the law. New York suffered 
the biggest increase (46 percent), and 
that coupled with a decrease in 
motorcycle registrations. When you 
consider that some riders were running 
with their lights on before the law 
passage, it makes a grim picture. 

Here are some other example where 
increased “conspicuity” failed to 
decrease accidents: 

Tests in San Diego and Concord 
showed that pedestrian casulaties 
could be decreased by removing 
marked cross walks. 

A massive test of reflectorized 
license plates in Virginia showed they 
did not reduce accidents. 

The State of California set up six 
lights-on test zones. You would think 
that just the warning signs and 
publicity would reduce accidents in 
these areas. In three of the areas the 
accident rate went up. È 

Greyhound found that the use of 
daylight lights increased recognition. 
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It apparently did not affect. the 
accident rate. 

The accident rate of yellow and 
orange cars is consistently higher than 
that for blue and green cars. Visibility 
tests show yellow and orange vehicles 
to be far more easy to detect than the 
blue and green ones. 

One of our major goals is to provide 
accurate, unbiased information to the 
riders on safety and riding practices. If 
there are any inaccuracies, we want 
them corrected. We want them 
corrected on the basis of good solid 
data, not hoopla or unfounded 
statements.

We, the officers and membership of 
the Idaho Trail Machine Assn. 
(ITMA), wish to oppose the proposed 
“Endangered Wilderness Act” (H.R. 
3454) both in its general scope and 
specifically to wit: 


1) Even though in its present form, 
the bill does not include areas within 
our State, we are very concerned that 
amendments to this bill or subsequent 
legislation of this same nature most 
certainly could. 


2) In our State and many others, we 
contend that “Wilderness” 
classification of public lands is far too 
restrictive to best serve the best 
interests of the majority, and therefore 
recommend that no further areas of 
public domain be withdrawn from 
“Multiple Use” for this purpose. 


3) Many of the areas specified in 
this bill are currently in “study” or 
“moratorium” status to determine 
their qualifications for “Wilderness” 
or other classification. Some such 
areas with completed studies, show the 
Forest Service has found they are not 
suitable for “Wilderness.” 


4.) We further recommend that all 
the time, effort and millions of tax 
dollars that have gone into these 
comprehensive studies should not be 
circumvented by such omnibus 
legislation in this or any other 
proposal. 


5) In the scope of this proposal, 
nearly two million acres, in 20 separate 
locations involving 10 different States 
it seems to us that each area must 
certainly have many . varients 
particular to, and different from the 
others. Therefore, we deem it unfair 
to bypass local field hearings by calling 
Washington D.C. hearings only, 
thereby overlooking the interests of 
many local citizens who will not have 
knowledge of this action.

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White House denies it, 


but amendment wording 


confirms a plan for 
[Carter to 
Outlaw ORVs 


on Federal Land

LONG BEACH, CA, MAR. 25 


The White House continued to deny that pro- 

osed amendments to Executive Order 11644 
would immediately ban off-road vehicle use on 
federal lands, even though copies of the pro- 


posed amendments obtained by Cycle 
News indicated otherwise. The 
amendments were formulated by the 
Council on Environmental Quality for 
inclusion in President Carter's 
upcoming message to Congress on the 
Environment. 

The original Executive Order, 
announced by then-President Richard 
M. Nixon on February 8, 1972, 
resulted in off-road competition in the 
California Desert (the largest off-road 
vehicle use area in the country) being 
concentrated in four general areas. 
Within a few months, the first signs of 
overuse in those four areas were 
already showing up, and now, five 
years later, significant damage from 
overuse has occurred. 

The proposed amendments would 
add a Section 3Aʻand a Subsection 3d 
to E.O. 11644, and read as follows: 

Section 3A. Protection of the 
public lands fi 

“Notwithstanding the provisions 
of Section 3, where the use of off- 
road vehicles may cause undue 
adverse effects on the soil, 
vegetation, wildlife, wildlife habitat 
or cultural or historic resources of 
particular areas of the public lands, 
the respective agency head shall 
immediately close such areas to the 
use of off-road vehicles.” 

Subsection 3d. 

“Each respective agency head shall 
be authorized to adopt the policy 
that all or portions of the public 
lands within its jurisdiction shall be 
closed to use by off-road vehicles 
except those areas and trails which 
are suitable and specifically 
designated as open to such use under 
Subsection A of this section.” 

When asked in a telephone 
interview March 24 if the proposed 
amendments could cause the closure 
of public lands to off-road vehicles, 
Dan Beard of the White House 
Domestic Council told Cycle News, “I 
can deny it. The difference between 
the two (the original Executive Order 
and the amendments) is like looking at 
a glass of water and deciding whether 
it’s half empty or half full.” 

Judging by the text of the 
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Order and the proposed amendments 
would be as follows: The original 
starts with specified lands open, with 
action needed to close them. The 
amendments start with the lands 
closed, with lengthy bureaucratic 
action needed to open any part of the 
areas. Given the forced overuse of and 
resulting damage to the restricted 
areas now available to ORV 
competition in California. for 
example, it would be easy for land 
managers to justify emergency closure 
of those areas pending the completion 
of Environmental Impact Statements, 
which can normally take two to four 
years in desert areas. 


On the same day (March 24) that 
Beard denied that the proposed 
amendments would result in a closure 
of public lands to ORV use, Council 
on Environmental Quality spokesmen 
told the Associated Press that total 
closure was “highly unlikely.” That 
statement was meant to try to slow 
down the flood of telegrams, 
mailgrams, letters and phone calls 
already pouring into the capitol from 
concerned off-roaders. 

Senator Paul Laxalt (R-Nev), upon 
obtaining a copy of the proposed 
amendments, issued his own statement 
to the Associated Press, disagreeing 
with both the White House and the 
Council on Environmental Quality 
contentions. 

As quoted by AP, Laxalt stated that 
he opposed any closure and termed the 
proposed amendments “overkill.” 
Saying that he had written President 
Carter, Laxalt told AP “I would like to 
point out that this unilateral action to 
ban off-road vehicles is in violation of 
the Congressional sections of the 
Federal Land Policies Act of 1976. 
The Act gives the public the right to 
adequate notice and the opportunity 
to comment on the formulation of 
standards and programs for 
management of lands.” 

The first rumors of the proposed 
amendments to Executive Order 
11644 reached the Los 
Angeles area on March 18. With both 
the Council on Environmental Quality 
and the White House refusing to 
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until March 21 that first confirmation 
of the existence of the amendments 
came. a 

Answering an inquiry from a local 
television newscaster, who was tipped 


_off by a politically-active biker friend, 


Senator Jake Garn received from the 
White House the first admission that 
the amendments’ were being 
considered. Congressman Mo Udall 
(D-AZ) confirmed the reports to the 
Motorcycle Industry Council's (MIC) 
Washington staff the same day. By the 
time those two confirmations were 
available, last week's Cycle News had 
already gone to press (4:00 p.m. 
Monday) with a sketchy first report of 
pending ORV bans. 


Also on Monday, March 21, the 
Motorcycle Industry Council held an 
emergency meeting in Newport 
Beach, Calif., reviewed the rumors 
and early confirmations, and voted 
$100,000 for a massive mailgram and 
first-class mail campaign to alert 
motorcycle dealers, accessory 
manufacturers, and riders to the 
imminent danger to the sport. 


On the morning of Tuesday, March 
22, MIC President Alan Isley met with 
the American Motorcyclists’ 
Association Board of Directors in Los 
Angeles. After outlining the situation, 
Isley asked that the AMA join with the 
MIC in the first-class mailing to riders. 
The AMA board voted to spend 
$25,000 for that mailing, and also to 
hire former congressman Henderson 
to lobby in Washington against the 
proposals, for another $3,000. Cycle 
News Publisher Sharon Clayton 
donated $1,000 to aid the AMA's 
efforts. 

Also on March 22, The Council on 
Environmental Quality Chairman 
Charles Warren (a former 
assemblyman from Los Angeles) 
confirmed to Mel Stahl of the 
Motorcycle Industry Council 
that amendments were in the works. 
Warren gave Stahl the same wording 
as Udall had given the MIC earlier, 
advancing the theory that it was an 
official response.statement. 

On Wednesday, March 23, Cycle 
News hit the stands with the first 
sketchy reports. By that time, 
manufacturers involved with the MIC 
had already alerted employees, who 
had sent out mailgrams and started 
the word-of-mouth grapevine that 
would soon involve most of the 
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other western states. A White House 
source late Wednesday admitted that 
opposition to the proposal was already 
up, and that announcement of the 
proposed amendments would 
probably be delayed. Earlier, the MIC 
had feared that the announcement 
would come as early as March 25, and 
that once Carter had made his position 
known, he wouldn't back down. With 
this first sign of uncertainty, the full 
impact of the response to the 
MIC/AMA mailing to 515,000 off- 
road motorcycle owners would have 
time to reach the President before he 
stuck his neck out. The estimated 
return on the mailing would be, 
according to MIC President Isley, 10- 
20%, or 50,000 to 100,000 letters, 
with an estimated time of arrival in the 
White House of about March 30. 

On March 25, Cycle News received 
a copy of the proposed amendments 
dealing with ORVs, and forwarded 
copies to several Congressmen. The 
White House Press Office denied 
knowledge of any amendments or 
proposed ban, and referred our calls 
to the Council on Environmental 
Quality. Jammed phone lines made it 
impossible to get through. 

According to one Western Union 
operator, additional operators had to 
be called in to work overtime to handle 
the flood of mailgrams and telegrams 
for ORV enthusiasts in the first wave 
of the fight against the proposed 
amendments. 


The fact that the proposed 
amendments got as far as they did with 
no provision for public comment or 
imput, and without regard to the 
extreme economic and social impact 
they could have had, shows the kind of 
radical irresponsibility rampant in the 
Council on Environmental! Quality. It 
is essential that mailgrams, letters and 
telegrams pour in to the White House 
and pile up so deep that the 
environmentalists currently enjoying 
the favor of President Carter's ear will 
never again “overlook” the legitimate 
concerns of off-road enthusiasts. 

If anyone you know has not yet 
contacted the President and their 
Senators and Congressman, drag them 
to a table to write a letter now. Or, 
have them call the toll-free Western 
Union number (800) 257-2241 and 
send a Public Opinion Message now

For the first time, an AMA Supercross event 
was called off on account of rain, but not be: 
fore Bob “Hurricane” Hannah on the big yel- 
low banana (his Keith McCarty prepared 


Yamaha YZ250D) won the first round 
of racing in Texas Stadium. Hannah 
won the Saturday night Supercross in a 
quagmire of mud that left contenders 
Kent Howerton and Jim Pomeroy 
stuck up to their eyebrows in Texas 
adobe as rain poured in through the 
open roof. Conditions had become so 
bad by the time the evening’s racing 
ended that Sunday afternoon's clash 
on the stadium floor had to be 
cancelled. 

All the riders, their mechanics and 
teams, seemed relieved. Most of the 
factory mechanics were up until five 
a.m. Sunday morning just trying to 
wash the mud off their bikes, and then 
they weren’t too sure they could have 
them prepared in time for the 
afternoon's race. At seven a.m. 
Sunday morning, AMA Professional 
Motocross Manager Mike DiPrete, 
together with Pace Management, 
announced cancellation of the race. 


The rain was still falling and the mud 
and water in Texas Stadium was knee 
deep. 

Some 17,000 spectators braved the 
weather on Saturday evening, and if it 
weren't for the hyper announcing of 
Larry Huffman, none of them would 
have known one mud-clad rider from 
another. For Huffman, “It was one of 
the hardest crowds to get pumped I've 
ever had.” Still, he managed to do an 
excellent job. 

For Bob Hannah, his win over 
Honda’s Jim Pomeroy gave him the 
points lead in the Supercross Series 
after they became tied the previous 
weekend in Houston. For “Bimbo” the 
evening was another heartbraker, the 
same as at Atlanta Stadium and the 
Astrodome, as he held the lead on the 
last lap of the feature race only to lose 
it and have to settle for second. This 
time he fell, and it took him over 30 
seconds just to pick his bike up out of

‘the mud. But if Pomeroy had bad 
luck, so did Hannah and everyone 
else. 


The longest moto ever 

Almost all the top riders made it 
through the qualifiers and into the 20 
lap Feature. Stadium tracks are 
supposed to be short and fast with lap 
times around 60 seconds, but the rain 
changed all that. Lap times had 
continued to increase during the 
evening's qualifiers to where it was 
taking almost three minutes to get 
around the muddy course by the time 
the Feature began. Hannah's winning 
time for the 20-lap race was 60 
minutes, probably the longest moto 
ever. 

Many of the riders might not have 
finished the race because they'd run 
out of gas after two false starts. 
Jammed with mud, sections of the 
Starting gate continued to hang up, 
causing some near serious crashes into 
the metal barrier, among them Jimmy 
Ellis who had his Can-Am flip over 
backwards on him when it hit the gate, 
and then knock down three other 
riders. Steve Stackable’s mechanic, 
Bernie Thompson, had his foot 
injured when the gate fell on it after he 
was trying to help Steve pick his Maico 
up after it crashed over the gate in one 
of the qualifiers. 

Finally, AMA starter Carroll 
Chander ordered the gate down and 
used a green flag to start the Feature. 
The “Rhinestone. Cowboy” Kent 
Howerton pulled the holeshot with his 
Husky ahead of Hannah, Savitski, 
Stackable, Tony D, Pomeroy, 
LaPorte, Summey, Mosier and 
Weinert: Immediately Howerton, the 
500cc National Champ, began pulling 
away on his Eric Crippa-tuned 
machine. Kent continued to lead for 
four laps as the Texas crowd cheered 
him on and he built up his lead. Then, 
going up the second mound of a 
double jump on the back section (no 
one was making any of the jumps, with 
the mud forcing them to ride slowly 
over each one), Kent fell. While he 
struggled to fight the suction of the 
mud and pick his Husky back up, 
Hannah roostertailed by to take over 
the lead. Howerton got going again in 
second position, but fell in the same 
place again on the very next lap. This 
time it took him almost a minute to 
pick up the bike. And when he fell for 
a third time just two turns later, Kent 
left his bike on the side of the track 
and headed back to the pits. 

Hannah now had the lead ahead of 
John Savitski on the FMF Suzuki and 
Jim Pomeroy, riding a new Type IIB 
works Honda with increased 
suspension travel — 12 inches up front 
and 11 inches at the back. Despite the 
fact they were so caked with mud no 
one could hardly tell who was who and 
everybody kept falling, positions 
remained the same. Stackable 
motored. around a steady fourth place 
with his Maico. 

On the 15th lap, a tangled and 
mud-jammed front brake cable on 
Hannah’s Yamaha which had been 
locking up his front wheel and causing 
him to fall every few laps, finally 
jammed him into the mud hard. It 
took Bob almost 40 seconds to get back 
up and running again. While Bob 
struggled, Pomeroy passed John 
Savitski. Savitski held off Hannah up 
to lap 18 then stalled his Suzuki in a 
turn. Stackable and Marty Smith also 
passed, as John fell over in the mud 
trying to get his bike cranked. 

Pomeroy had a good 30 seconds lead 
on Hannah as the last race neared its 
last lap, and it seemed Jim finally had 
overcome his run of bad luck. There 
didn’t.seem any way that Bob could 
catch him. 

“I didn't have a rear brake, my front 
brake kept sticking and locking up. I'd 
crash when I got slowed up behind

guys because | couldn't stop. And my 
shifter was so jammed up with mud I 
was stuck in low gear the last half of 
the race,” Hannah said. 

The odds finally seemed in 
Pomeroy's favor. But then, going up 
the big tunnel jump hill on the last 
lap Jim got his front and rear wheels in 
two different ruts and crashed. 

“| just screwed up again,” Jim said, 
more than a little disappointed. 





As he struggled to pick up the heavy, 
mud-laden bike, Hannah came 
slithering by almost out of shape to 
narrowly clip Jim and fall himself. He 
saved it though, in true Hannah 
fashion, to win his third Supercross of 
the year. 

Pomeroy picked up his Honda in 
time to finish second ahead of 
Stackable, Smith, Savitski, Mosier, 
Stacy, Croft, LaPorte and Wise. 
Oregon mudder Rick Burgett, after 
running away with his qualifier, did a 
number of get-offs in the Feature, 
finally breaking one of the footpegs off 
his Yamaha. Tony DiStefano suffered 
a burned clutch in his works Suzuki, a 
problem that had put teammate 
Jennings out of his qualifier. ®

How ‘‘stock’’ is 


Hannah’s YZ250D? 


Bob Hannah beat the works machines with this ‘‘stock”’ bike, 
winning the Florida Winter-AMA Series and three Super- 


crosses. 


It had never been done before. 
At least not during the recent 
history of American motocross. 
A top factory rider--Bob Han- 


nah--was using a production 
motorcycle to dominate AMA 
professional motocross in the 
UnitedStates. And he was doing 


during a time when every factory team 
and privateer thought the only the way 
to win in national caliber competition 
was with an exotic multi-thousand 
dollar works bike. Bob Hannah was

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making everyone eat crow, especially 
the privateers who bitched last year 
that they needed machinery equal to 
what the factories had in order to be 
competitive. 

Why was Bob using a production 
bike, anyway? It seems that Team 
Yamaha won't receive any new 1977 
works bikes from Japan until just 
before the AMA Nationals began in 
April. All they had in their Buena 
Park race shop were a couple of well 
used 1976 works bikes and a limited 
number of parts to keep them run- 
ning. National Racing Manager Ken 
Clark figured it would be best to save 
the old works bikes for the important 
Supercross Series and find some other 
bikes to use in the season opener 
Florida series. The only alternative 
was to put the team on YZ production 
bikes. 

What happened in Florida is now 
history. Team Yamaha won two out of 
three classes in the Winter-AMA Series 
with the production bikes. Broc Glover 
narrowly missed winning the 125cc 
class because he was penalized for 
jumping the start at one of the four 
races, but Rick Burgett won the Open 
class and Bob won every moto in the 
250cc class. 

After the Florida series came the 
Supercross Series. For the opening 
race at Atlanta Stadium, Burgett and 
Pierre Karsmakers made the switch to 
the OW26 works bikes, but Hannah 
decided to stay with his YZ production 
bike. He said he felt “used to it” and 
wanted to see how it would fare again- 
the exotic equipment at Atlanta. 

It obviously did well at Atlanta. Bob 
won. Some folks might say that he was 
just lucky, because Gary Semics broke 
a chain two laps from the end of the 
race while leading, and then Jim 
Pomeroy stalled in the last turn while 
leading to turn the win over to Bob. 
But Bob had some bad luck himself, 
crashing in the first turn and having to 
work up from the back of the pack. 
Then, after working up to second 
place just behind Semics, he crashed 
again. Restarting the bike, he caught 
back up to the new leader, Pomeroy, 
on the last lap. If none of the three 
riders had the bad luck they did, all 
things considered, Bob would still 
have won at Atlanta. 

After Atlanta, Ken Clark was rather 
worried about the YZ’s lack of speed 
against the factory bikes on the

straights. Semics’ Kawasaki could out- 
pull it by four or five bike lengths, but 
Bob would make up the lost distance 
in the turns where he took the YZ high 
and kept it a gear higher. Every time 
Bob shifted he kept the throttle 
pegged, preloaded the shifter with his 
foot and fanned the clutch to catch the 
next higher gear. In tight turns he tore 
a page from the Rhinestone Cowboy's 
textbook and slipped the clutch to ex- 
plode his way off the berms. 

“The engine is fast enough if you 
fan the clutch. That’s why I always 
got such good starts in Florida.” 

Still, Ken felt Bob needed more of 
an advantage for the Daytona Super- 
cross where the speeds would be higher 
and the track not as tight. During the 
week back down in Florida before the 
Daytona Supercross, Ken talked Bob 
into giving the OW26.works bike a try. 
He figured once Bob got back on a 
bike that was 20 pounds lighter and 
had had five more horsepower then 
the YZ, Bob would want to make a 
permanent switch. Besides, how was 
he going to explain to the Japanese the 
team needed new works bikes when 
Bob wouldn't ride them? 


Bob rode the OW26 for about 15 
minutes practice on a Wednesday af- 
ternoon before it blew the monoshock 
unit. For Bob the Daytona matter was 
settled--he would stick with the YZ 
because he knew it would finish the 
race. 

That night Bob developed the flu 
and pneumonia which kept him in bed 
right up until raceday, but he still 
wanted to ride. Sitting on the starting 
line he said he felt so bad he wanted to 
throw up. But he rode, and this time 
no one had any excuses. Bob worked 
up from around a eighth place start to 
take over the lead after six laps and 
disappear with the win. It marked his 
12th win in 12 starts on the same bike. 

The story is hardly over because Bob 
will continue to race the same YZD 
production bike, serial number 
1W3000852, or parts of it, or a spare 
new bike sitting in the Team Yamaha 
van, for the remainder of the spring 
Supercross session. 

So far, two things have been proven. 
The first is that Bob is one helluva 
rider, and the other is that the 
YZ250D must be a pretty good bike to 
have won 12 straight motos at the time 
this article was written. My purpose 
was to ride Bob's bike and provide an 





impression of what it was like, and also 
to look inside it and find out just how 
stock it really was. Both Ken Clark and 
Bob’s mechanic Keith McCarty were 
more than pleased to help. 

I rode Bob's bike, untouched since 
the Atlanta wins then watched as 
Keith rebuilt the bike for the Daytona 
Supercross. It took Keith one full day 
to prepare the bike and the engine. 
During that time he explained how 
things like the new monoshock unit 
worked, and showed what changes or 
modifications had been made. 

The 1977 model YZD bikes are 
completely changed over last year's 
motocrossers. The engines are new 
designs with mote horsepower over a 
much broader powerband. The 
engines are new designs with more 
horsepower over a much broader 


powerband. The engines have lost that ` 


quick revving tendency and like to pull 
strongly from low RPMs. 
The frame is new and even though 
ground clearance is a high 11.4 inches, 
the bike feels to have a very low center 
of gravity and can turn quickly. The 
best improvements took place in the 
suspension department where the new 
YZD out performs the present 
Japanese standard, the 250/370 RM-B 
Suzuki. Suspension travel at each end 
of the Yamaha is 9.8 inches and each 
inch of it is silky smooth. Up front are 
Kayaba combination air and soft 
spring forks like most of the works 
bikes are now using. Damping seems 
close to perfect. At the rear is a new 
Yamaha monshock unit, much sim- 
pler and easier to tune then the old 
one. It’s similar in design to a large 
DeCarbon shock using a floating 
piston to separate inside gas and oil. 
The outer spring is adjustable for 
preload, comes available in three 
weights, and is a true progressive 
design with tapering coil diameter.

The ride of Bob’s YZ250D is plush. 
The ride is so smooth it’s hard to figure 
out if the terrain is bumpy or not. 
Keith told me that no modifications 
whatsoever have been made to the 
suspension components. The 
monoshock unit also had an externa! 
adustment for increased or decreased 
damping action, but was on the stock 
setting up to Daytona time. They wan- 
ed to try turning up the damping ac- 
tion a little more on the monoshock 
unit to tackle some of the heavy-duty 
jumps found in Supercross com- 
petition, but they felt it wouldadverse 


‘ly affect the action of the front forks 


which were well balanced with the 
present damping action at the rear. 

Back at Yamaha they had a set of 
reworked forks to give increased damp 
ing, but there probably wouldn't be 
time during the remaining Supercross 
races to give them a try. The 
modification for increased damping in 
the forks is to weld up the oil passages 
in the damping rods and drill smaller 
ones. This is done, rather than using 
heavier weight fork oil, because 
thicker fork oil fades faster. Present 
suspension technology requires using 
the thinnest oil possible to reduce the 
possibilty of fade. Keith uses Bel-Ray 
number 50 suspension oil which is 
equivalent to a 10 weight oil. 

Though people thought Bob’s bike 
had some porting work done, the truth 
is that the cylinders on the bike have 





been box stock. The ports hadn't even 
been polished or matched, just 
deburred a little with sandpaper and 
file. 

The only modifications to the other- 


wise stock YZ250D are shorter hand- 


lebars, around 33 inches, which Bob 
favors. Bob himself welded 1% inch 
pieces on the footpress. A longer shift 
lever from the TT 500 Yamaha works 
better with the raised pegs. 

So far, Bob has used the same bike 
for all the Florida and’ Supercross 
series races, and the bike does double 
duty between weekends as a practice 
bike. After the third Florida series 
weekend, the engine got a new cylin- 
der and piston. The old cylinder could 
have been bored to first oversize, but 
out on the circuit it’s easier for the 
mechanics to replace parts then to 
spend time looking for machine shops. 

Three hair-line cracks were found in 
the frame when Keith was preparing 
the bike for Daytona. A quick once 
over with the welding torch corrected 
the problem, considered normal on 
any bike subjected to the kind of 
pounding factory riders five their 
machines. 

It was while the bike was being 
prepared for Daytona that Keith made 
one modification considered trick. 
Since Bob had refused to ride the 
works bike, Keith took the wheel 
assemblies off the OW and put them 
on the YZ. Though they look the

same, the OW’s magnesium hubs save 
2-3 pounds over the YZ’s aluminum 
hubs. Still, it was hardly an unfair ad- 
vantage considering the YZ still 
weighed over 220 pounds while the 
other factory bikes were under 200 
pounds. A privateer who owned a 
YZ250D could accomplish the same 
weight savings by removing the heavy 
stock silencer and putting on a lighter 
unit from an older YZ or an RM 
Suzuki. 

The new YZ250D has certainly 
proven itself to be a highly competitive 
and reliable motocrosser. It's” more 
than a worthy challenger, with its 
smoother suspension and broader

powerband, to the established RM250 
Suzuki. And for the price, it had to be 
a serious threat to the more exotic 
European racers. 

Hopefully, Bob will make the switch 
to a Yamaha OW factory bike when 
the 250 Nationals begin. He will doit, 
not because he had to in order to win, 
but so developement will continue for 
next year's production bike. 

He will make the switch already, 
having proven that a good rider 
doesn't need a factory bike to win. 
There can be no more excuses, 
especially when there are so many 
good production bikes available like 
the 1977 Yamaha YZ250D. °

ST. ANTHONIS, HOLLAND, MAR.13 
Factory teams and works riders 
were on hand to open the "77 
season at the annual pre-GP 
warm-up race at St. Anthonis, 
Holland. Notably absent were 
the Belgians who were in their 
homeland for a National 
Championship race and the 
Russians who never seem to appear on 
the scene until the actual GPs begin. 

This year there were both 250 and 
500cc International classes with the 
top GP contenders facing off for the 
first time on their 1977 hardware. 

In the 250cc class, it was Torleif 
Hansen who powered his works 
Kawasaki through the Dutch sand in 
both 30-minute-plus-two-lap races, 
and walking away from everyone else to 
win both motos by almost one minute. 
Finishing second with a’ 5-2 placing 
for the day was Finnish rider Erik 
Sundstrom aboard a Husqvarna, and 
third overall was. Dutchman Stef van 
der Sluis aboard a KTM with a 2-8 
combination. ~ 


In both races, Husky works rider 
Hakan Carlquist had problems with 
his Pelle Persson-tuned 250CR, when 
the rear suspension’ went sour in the 
sand. His bike featured a newly 
designed cast engine, new air box and 
Kent Ohlin rear shocks. 

Fritz Kramer debuted a new 
creation using a Rotax engine nestled 
in his homemade frame and suspen- 
sion system. His rider Rolf Dieffen- 
bach was 13th overall. 

There was plenty of action in the 
500cc class as Hakan Andersson, 1973 
250cc World Champion, took his 
Montesa to a 4-1 overall win. Frans 
Sigmans was second overall on his fac- 
tory Husqvarna 390 CR with a 5-2 
score, and Brad Lackey took third 
with a 6-3 finish. Brad was using 
Tommy Croft’s Trans-AMA bike. 
Team manager Steve Whitlock felt 
confident that this bike could go 
another ten races, it’s so solid. Brad 
was happy with his results, but 
whispered that he couldn’t wait for his 
77 GP bike to arrive from Japan. He'll 
have to wait until April 1 for their 
arrival, 

Peter Heerlings took both the 500cc 
class holeshots and won the first race 
by half a minute followed by Toon 
Karsmakers on an identical Maico. 
Third in the first race was Gerrit 
Wolsink. Graham Noyce was chasing 
Gerrit hard in the last laps but crashed 
hard trying to catch him. 

In the second race, Heerlings was 
forced to stop three quarters of the 
way through when both his Hulco 
shocks snapped off. Wolsink also 
retired when his engine went sour. 

Heikki Mikkola was fifth overall on 
his works Yamaha. The Finn was not 
racing at full strength due' to an injured 
left shoulder from a hard get off in an 
earlier training race in Belgium that 
separated his arm from the shoulder 
socket. 


Christer Hammergren was there 
aboard a CCM. Bengt Aberg was ab- 
sent as a result of a crash the week 
before in Belgium that pulled muscles 
in his back. Adolf Weil was spectating 
as a result of a crash in Frankenbach, 
West Germany that broke his left 
thumb. 2

Schreiber second in 
West Germany 


World Championship Trial — Round six 


By Dave Wilcock 


BIELEFELD, W. GERMANY, MAR. 20 


Martin Lampkin came in from the cold to win 
his first World Championship Trial of the 
1977 series. But he had to wait for ten, tense, 
nail-biting minutes for the arrival at the finish 


of California Phenomenon Bernie 
Schreiber before he could be sure that 
the victory which ‘has eluded him in 
the previous five rounds, was finally 
his. 

Once again, it was Schreiber, the 
newcomer to the international scene, 
who had made Lampkin and the 
established aces sweat. Showing a sytle 
and consistency that can only be 
regarded as unnatural from such a raw 
and inexperienced rider, quiet-man 
Schreiber shadowed Lampkin all the 
way to the finish of this helter-skelter 
trial near Bielefeld in Central 
Germany which marks the halfway 
stage in the series. 

In leaping over Sweden's Ulf 
Karlsson into third place, now just 
seven points behind title leader 
Malcolm Rat@hmell, Lampkin 
established a first lap lead which he 
held throughout — but he could not 
shake off the incredible Schreiber, 


who finished with just two minutes to 
spare, and consolidated his fifth in the 
table placing. 

Rathmell edged back into a three- 
point lead over reigning World 
Champion Yrjo Vesterinen after a 
third lap puncture had threatened to 
exhaust the British Champion's time 
allowance. Unable to find any 
Montesa back-up facility, he was 
forced to borrow a tyre to complete the 
fourth and final lap. A protest claiming 
that Rathmell should be excluded for 


using outside assistance was rejected’ 


by the FIM jury. 

But there was no cheer for French 
Champion Charles Coutard, who 
exceeded his “extra hour” time 
allowance by four minutes, and was 
excluded from the results. So too was 
West German favorite Helmut Stanik, 
and several of his fellow countrymen. 

Clerk of the coutse Rudi Blumtritt 
appealed to the jury to extend the 









normal running time from six hours 55 
minutes to the full seven hours. It 
would have been enough to bring 
Coutard back into the results with fifth 
place — but Blumtritt's plea was 
turned down. 

Worried that the original set time of 
six hours 25 minutes would bring a 
mass exclusion, the jury did agree 
to an eve-of-trial request for an extra 
30 minutes. Without it, the organizers 
would have been in real trouble, for 
eight of the first ten finishers would 
have run out of time! 

Honda Number One Rob Shepherd 
clinched third place — his best result 
in the series so far — after a trial best 
third lap that saw him drop only 27 
marks. With ten championship points 
to add to his tally, Shepherd climbs to 
sixth in the table, and has now scored 
in every round — except the British. 

Fourth place for Rathmell and 
seventh for Nigel Birkett gave Britain 
five of the top ten riders in a trial that 
was certainly less severe than the 
Belgian, Spanish and French events. 
But with so many steep climbs and 
sheer drops, it was far too repetitive to 
maintain interest. 3 

The organising Motor Sport Club 
Brake served up a volatile hors d'oevre 
with the second section — a succesion 
of near-vertical climbs and sheer drops 
on the crumbling shale of an 
abandoned quarry. 

Schreiber, having drawn an early 
number in the ballot for starting 
positions, was among the first of many 
to part company with his bike on a 
final ascent that called for 
mountaineering expertise. 

But it suited Austrian champion 
Josef Wallman as he hung on to his 
gasping Bultaco with the aid of a 
single prod. German challenger Franz 
Haaf achieved the same result on his 
Montesa, but then French ace Charles 
Coutard, leader on the first lap, 
proved that clerk of the course 
Blumtritt had not been too ambitious

after all, and registered a breathtaking 
clean. 


The first drop demanded a ten-foot 
flight in mid air. It was a frightening 
prospect, -and several of the host 
country’s own competitors ventured 
only to ride a few feet inside the 
section, and hastily withdraw again 
without attempting any heroics. 

Sweden's Bo Nilsson was the first to 


, discover the dangers of free-fall trials 


riding. His bike locked in mid-air, and 
he suffered a piledriving crash as his 
Ossa cartwheeled on top of him. 

An action replay was provided by 
Spaniard Miguel Cirera, and his ugly 
looking crash put him out of the trial. 
Championship-chasing Ulf Karlsson 
was another to land in an ungracious 
heap, just inches from the ends card, 
while Rob Shepherd stalled on the 
final climb, and Suzuki's Chris Sutton, 
riding only his second continental 
trial, chose bottom gear when a higher 
cog was called for. . 

There were smiles and cheers for 
West German Champion Felix 
Krahnstover as he eased his Montesa to 
the summit for one, but Austrian 
Walter Luft joined Coutard. to notch 
the second clean, and then compatriot 
Franz Trummer, Martin Lampkin 
and Yrjo Vesterinen all produced 
clean sheets to prove that nothing is 
impossible. 

But if the second section was the 
hors d'oevre, then the cluster of six 
sections on the wooded slopes near 
Ober Eickun was definitely the main 
course. Taking in the man-made 
sections that are a part of the Brake 


' club's Yamaha-sponsored. training 


course,’ here was almost every 
conceivable type of section, with the 
exception of water. 


The sixth and seventh, run-as acon- 
secutive pair, contained curbstone 
steps, adverse camber, mud, roots, 
tight turns, climbs and drops, with a 
barricade of wooden ‘poles to add: a

touch of seasoning. 

Spanish Champion Manuel Soler 
had the best of these until Suzuki's Nigel 
Birkett arrived on his circuit lap, and 
achieved a superbly professional clean 
that must have ranked ‘the best 
performance of the day at any section. 

Rob Shepherd, under close scrutiny 
from Honda chief Sammy Miller, took 
out a marker peg with his front wheel, 
and converted it into a double five as 
his favorite long-stroker refused to 
jump the jutting rocks. 

Mick Andrews, filling what has 
almost become a customary tenth 
place, took a very brief pause on the 
360cc conventionally-damped 
Yamaha but that was all the 
observers needed to produce the five 
card. 

Thore Evertson was out of the points 
reckoning — but had to reckon with 
the points of his Bultaco’s ignition, 
which produced a curious misfire, 
although the cause could not be 
traced. There was trouble too in the 
early stages for Honda’s Nick Jefferies, 
who holed his fuel tank at the first 
section, but was able to fit another to 
keep him in the event. 

Belgian number one Jean-Marie 
Lejeune was furious to learn he had 
been docked five marks for allegedly 
riding over the same section marker 
that had cost Shepherd the maximum. 
He stayed to argue the point with 
observers, but got no change. 

After surmounting a steep mud 
climb at eight and nine, the next pair, 
Lejeune was in trouble again, picking 
up five more marks at the same spot 
where Vesterinen collected two 
maximums a lap earlier. 

Rathmell, tryiing desperately to 
maintain the third spot he held until 
he punctured at three-quarters 
distance, was the epitomy of coolness, 
needed only one dab on his second lap 


— and that was easily the best seen on 
this group. 

Karlsson, comfortably positioned in 
sixth place after the first lap on 39 
marks, suffered a nightmare second 
circuit of 50 and was never able to get 
back. 

The same loss of concentration also 
hit Vesterinen a lap later, and with 
Lampkin, Schreiber and Shepherd 
giving so little away, there was no hope 
of getting back. 

Browbeaten but optimistic, 
Lampkin returned to the finish after 
declaring he had suffered a flurry of 
fives. He knew Schreiber was running 
out of time — but with marks for time 
being lost at the conservative rate of 
one for each ten minutes in the last 
hour, the American teenager could 
still make up the difference if he could 
remain steady on observation. In the 
final analysis, Schreiber was just two 
marks more than Lampkin on 
observation — it was that close. 
Schreiber’s parting shot was a 
thoughtful one. “The next round is on 
home ground in America. Perhaps I 
can do better there.” e

Eklund wins Ascot 


Roberts runs out of gas while in the lead 


on lap 97

Kenny Roberts led a “freight train” of TT 
racers for nearly the length of the 100-lap 
Ascot TT, only to run out of gas three laps from 
the finish. Steve Eklund, who had been running 


a consistent second, took over and won, 
leading a near-sweep by Yamahas of 
the lightly-contested annual event. 

For a couple of weeks prior to this 
year's 100 lapper more than one rider 
was running around trying to find a 
500TT, bearing in mind what Rick 
Hocking had done with one last year. 
But it rained for two days prior to the 
race day (which was chilly), making 
the riders with big bikes smile 
cheerfully at the idea of getting 
horsepower on the ground while those 
with the light 500s kept wishing the 
sun would dry out the Ascot clay. 

Still, a 500TT with Steve Eklund 
aboard, set the fastest time, 49.68 but 
only a.squeak behind to get the second 
spot in the front row was. Kenny 
Roberts on a 750, with 49.77. 
Rounding out the front row was Rick 
Hocking, again on a 500TT with 
50.15. 

Rider turnout was down as were the 
spectators, and although the program 
was geared to originally handle 44 
riders, only 35 signed up and all the 
available bikes made it to a 33 man 
main. 

The fastest 20 went direct, while two 
semis, one with seven riders, the other 
with six sorted out the starting 
positions for the rest. 

The first semi went to Paul Johnson, 
followed by Marlon Parks and Walt 
Foster. 

Gary Scott, on a Triumph, won his 
semi in two seconds less time than the 
first. He didn't get any practice, only 
one lap of qualifying (53.85) and was 
out in front by the time they started 





lap two. John Proto gave him a race 
for a lap or so but Scott pulled it off. 

After Eklund received his fast time 
awards of a trophy and a $100 torque 
wrench, the bikes were lined up. 

Down came the flag and they were 
off, first Hocking, then Eklund, 
Roberts, John Hateley (on a wicked 
sounding Triumph), Chuck Palmgren 
(on a neat little 500 BSA single), Dave 
Aldana, Ted Davidson, Gary Scott 
and Billy Oliver. 

By the end of lap two, Hocking was 
more than busy fending off Kenny 
Roberts, who had passed Eklund. On 
lap three as they came down the front 
chute and entered turn one, Kenny 
swung by Hocking. 

Roberts wasted no time in putting 
some space between himself and 
Hocking and Eklund who spent a little 
time shuffling second spot between 
themselves. If Roberts had a theme 
song for the day it would be “Freight 
train, freight movin’ so fast.” 

Lap ten was the last lap it was 
possible to count noses accurately. (By 
lap 12 Kenny was passing the riders at 
the back of the procession.) The order 
was: Roberts, Hocking, Aldana, 
Eklund, Palmgren, Davidson, 
Hateley, Oliver and Scott. Scott was 
going very fast while Davidson and 
Palmgren were going hard at it, with 
Davidson taking the inside line. 

Further back a battle was going on 
between Bob Sanders on a big 
Yamaha twin and Mike Myers on a 
TT500. They slid and slipped around 
the far left hand turn which leads to 
the half-mile. Sanders, looking over at 








Myers, both gassing it hard, with 
Sanders in the- slightly unenviable 
position of being on the outside of 
Myers as they flew around the half- 
mile, but going into turn one it was 
Sanders in the lead. 

John Hateley went into the pits right 
about then and hung it up for the day 
with a broken throttle cable. Next in 
for repairs was Rick Hocking. He had 
a four minute pit stop for a change of 
rear wheel and some gas which put 
him out of any chance of a win. He 
didn’t let that slow him down, and 
continued to ride the next 80 plus laps 
like he was still in the top three and by 
the end of the race he was up to eighth 
spot. 

Lap 24 and Gary Scott was out for 
good. Earlier he flew into the pits with 
a carburetor coming adrift. He 
managed to jam it on with one hand to 
get around and into his pit. The 
second failure brought him in liberally

Up front there was Kenny still 
blazing trail. Hocking was now one lap 
up, passing Aldana going into turn 
two. Mike Myers dashed in to his pit 
for skid shoe repairs. Eddie Lawson who 
did so well as an Ascot Novice half: 
miler and then did them in at Daytona 
in his first Junior ride, was running in 
sixth. 

On lap 39, though they weren't on 
the same lap, Aldana, Davidson and 
Eklund got to racing together as if they 
were until Eklund, who was actually 
second, got loose from them. 

Lap 50 and the order was Roberts; 
Eklund, Allison, Palmgren, Oliver 
and Lawson. 

At this point, several riders were 
quickly picking up a bit of gas, such as 
Palmgren who gets his with ‘a 
minimum of fuss. 

“Freight Train” Roberts was still 
going up front just calmly picking 
through all the slower riders lap after 
lap . . . for a while Hocking was on 
his tail, and Kenny, realizing ‘his 


presence, got away from him. Later 
Roberts said, “I really thought he was 
in second. I didn’t know what lap ‘it 
was or who was where so I got away 
from him.” 3

Peter Collins finally lost a race and Mike Bast 
won them all as the American team swamped 
the Europeans in the final meeting of the 1977 
World vs U.S. Challenge series. The Americans 


dominated the entire night. By Bast set the tone for the evening by 
beating the “overseaers” Saturday winning the first race by a comfortable 
night in Ventura 59-49, the Americans margin, easily blocking off any threats 
tied the International champions from behind by four-time world 
16 Challenge Series 162-162. 


champion Ivan _ Mauger. The _ 


Europeans got another indication of 
the way things would go for them 
when Barry Briggs broke the tape and 
was disqualified in the second heat. 
World reserve Jim McMillan subbed 
for Briggs on the restart but this time 
Peter Collins broke the tape. After 
much discussion amongst Collins, 
Mauger and referee John Snider, the 
current world champion was 
disqualified and the World team raced 
with just one rider, who finished third. 
The sweep by Mike Curoso and Scott 
Autrey gave the Americans a 8-4 lead. 
The fourth heat was one of the most 
exciting of the night. The crowd was 
up for the race to see Bast’ against 
Collins. Bast had the pole, went out in 
front from the gate, and -never 
relinquished the lead. When the white 
flag went out the order was Bast, 
Northern California champion Rich 
MacMurray (riding for Larry Shaw), 
Collins and Briggs. Coming into the 
backstretch, Collins passed 
MacMurray and blocked him out in 
order to let Briggs get by him. But 
MacMurray hung tough and passed 
Briggs on the final turn, pouring it on 
to finish ahead of the European. This 
was the first race Peter Collins lost in 
this series. 

Curoso and Autrey turned in their 
second straight sweep in the fifth heat. 
Ivan Mauger won the next race, 
despite Bruce Penhall being on his 
exhaust the entire four laps. Bast won 
the seventh race, then Autrey and 
Caruso turned in their third straight 
sweep in the eighth. This meant that 
the two riders swept every European 
pair. _ 


Despite Collins losing to Bast 
earlier, the next heat proved just how 
much respect the American riders had 
for the world champion. With. the 
score at 30-18, Collins and Briggs were 
up against Bruce Penhall and Bobby 
Schwartz, a local favorite from nearby 
Santa Barbara. Collins pulled into a 
commanding lead and seemed to 
stretch it after every turn. Penhall and 
Schwartz, realizing they could never 
pass the world champ, hung back and 
blocked out Briggs to get the sure 
three points. 

The first race after intermission 
featured another restart. Both Bast 
and Mauger rolled into the tapes, but 
suddenly Mauger's bike shot forward, 
breaking them. Bast won his fourth 
straight; and the Americans continued 
to lead by 12 points, 36-24. 

Event 15 again matched Collins 
against Bast, but the match was not to 
be. Collins rolled through the tapes on 
the pole and was disqualified. Bast 
won easily. 

In the next event Anders Michanek 
was disqualified for breaking the tape. 
This was the fifth restart; every one 
caused by a member of the World 
team. A personal friend of Mauger's 
felt the Europeans were used to a 
much faster starter. Even.some of the 
American riders felt the starts were 
slow. 

Mauger showed that a class rider he 
is in the 17th event. The order was 
Mauger, Schwartz, Plech, and 
Penhall. On the final lap, Mauger 
blocked out Schwartz, slowing him up 
enough for Plech to pass. Mauger 
allowed Plech to pass him also in order

to continue blocking Schwartz out. 
The Europeans swept events 17 and 
19, Bast led an American sweep in the 
18th with his sixth straight win. Collins 
finished last in the last race, a fitting 
end to a depressing night for the 
Europeans. 


Bast was challenged by Collins fora 
four lap match race. Many sponsors 
volunteered money for the event, but 
Bast declined to race. He said he had 


just had a perfect night and didn’t feel 

like coming .back on the track. Of 

course, this was not popular in the 
-out grandstands of Ventura. 


Bast was asked after the races what 
the difference was between this meet 
and the previous two. He said that 
they had been working all week on the 
bike. Built by Ken Maely, it is the first 


completely American-built speedway 
bike. The weekend of the first two 
races, Maely was in Daytona, but 
when he got home he was able to get 
the bike in shape. 


A fan asked announcer Larry 
Huffman about the outcome of last 
week’s protest over the World's victory 
in, Irwindale. (American team 
manager Sonny Nutter had claimed 
that the European's reserve, 
McMillan, had ridden in one too many 
races.) Many fans had come to 
Ventura thinking that the U.S. team 
still had a chance to win the series 
because of the protest. But even if the 
Americans had been given McMillan's 
points in the last race last week it 
would not have affected the results, 
thus the protest was meaningless. ©

them. One loop (Saturday's third, 
Sunday's second) was really a problem. 
It ran high up into the Rand 
Mountains, which were completely 
snowed in.

As it turned out, the Shamrocks 
were too cautious in their speed 
average selection as sections with 10 
m.p.h. and 12m.p.h. had riders up to 
an hour early — the snow was 
disappearing at a fast rate. In fact, 
when the riders came back into gas 
control for the loop back to the start at 
the Lakeshore Inn in California City, 
most of the snow was melted 
completely off. Saturday was a trail 
ride and not much of a challenge. 

With only one cross country special 
test on Saturday, a good time was 
critical. Mike Hannon hit the top of 
every fourth whooper or so to set a 
scorching time of 476 seconds. Al 
Baker was second with 482 and Mike 
Keen right behind with 484. Cordis 
had a 485 to go nine seconds down 
behind Hannon, which was quite a 
change from last year when Cordis 
demolished all competition with 30- 
second leads in each special test. 
Cordis made up for it in Sunday's 
special test, running the same test 
course backwards and uphill — he 
went 468 seconds. 

The open class battle was between 
Al Baker and Mike Keen. Keen scored 
well in the acceleration test on his 390 
Husky and edged Baker for the day by 
just .15 of a point. Sunday’s tests were 
again close but Baker inched ahead of 
Keen for the class win. Baker is 
seriously trying for a Six Day ride and 
is off to an excellent start. The only 
problem he had was with the tank 
mount bending, but a new strap cured 
the problem. 

Team Army member Bob Messer 
had set a fast time in Saturday's test 
but his bike seized the rod in the last 


_ section to put him out. Messer rode a 


new factory Maico, which went fast 
and handled well. 





Hannon’s competition in the 350 
class figured to be Carl Cranke (Pen) 
but Cranke fell off and then missed a 
turn in the special test. His score 
almost was into Silver, 66 seconds 
behind. Hannon. Cranke knew - he 
couldnt make up that much time 
unless Hannon broke, so he wisely 
didn’t try to berzerk it, instead riding a 
smooth trial the rest of the way. KTM- 
mounted Jack Ching, all the way from 
Honolulu, Hawaii, had his bike’s fuel 
line come off. When the gas hit the 
engine, the bike went up in flames! 
Ching managed to get the fire out 
quickly and amazingly enough 
continued on his way. 


Charlie Beatherd had a main 
bearing cage come apart, which kept 
locking up the engine. Beatherd 
figured he would never make it but the 
cage apparently disintegrated into 
small bits so the engine wouldn't lock, 
and Beatherd made it all the way. 

Rick Munyon, had a lock on the 175 
class with his 175-engined Honda CR- 
125, but encountered stiff competition 
from a host of new Yamaha IT-175s. 
Everywhere you ‘looked were blue- 
tanked ITs. Michael Peavler, down 
from Redwood City, came closest. to 
Munyon, but at the end of Saturday, 
Munyon held a seven-point lead; In 
the 125 class, Phil Smith (Hus) blew 
everyone away on Saturday. His 509- 
second special test had everyone 
except three other riders on silver. 

Things looked up for Sunday. The 
Shamrocks were finally able to ride the 
loop in the Rand Mountains and word 
was out... .Saturday was a- trail ride, 
but Sunday was going to be a real test! 

With .Saturday's easy pace, the 
impound was still full of bikes, with no 
big gaps in rows. Sunday dawned 
bright and clear with the knowledge of 
a very fast schedule — a lot of 30 
m.p.h. averages with a couple of. 24 
m.p.h., a 22 m.p.h. and one 20 
m.p.h. The loop into the Rand 
Mountains was excellent and provided 
a healthy challenge in keeping the 
schedule. The loop special test was fast 
and uphill. 

The wet sand made the little bikes 
work harder than usual and they were 








screaming their guts out. Local rider 
John Townsend (KTM) left the special 
test just before Mike Hannon. As 
Hannon came up on Townsend the 
KTM threw up a unintentional “roost” 
of sand and rocks and knocked 
Hannon’s goggles off his face! Hannon 
recovered and passed but lost a. few 
precious seconds. 

Malcolm Smith was on hand and 
looked his usual smooth self. Smith 
had a flat at the last gas stop and 
demonstrated to the appreciative 
crowd how a six day tire change is 
done. Maico-mounted Barry Higgins 
looked good in the special test and on 
the course in his first visit to the desert. 
Local Mike Godfrey (KTM) and 
Penton’s Eric Jenson were putting 
pressure on Brooks with Jensen only 
5:95 points down and Godfrey just 
behind at 7.45 points. Brooks settled 
matters on Sunday, though, and 
Godfrey and Jenson had to settle for 
golds. 

Team Montesa's enduro team of 
Roy Sheridan, Fred Hayes ‘and Dave 
Evans all had their usual good rides 
with a minumum of problems. None 
are fast enough for an overall win but 
they always finish, usually on gold. 
Consistent is the word. 

In the last special test, Motorcyclist 
editor Brad Zimmerman (IT-175) 
unloaded trying to catch Rick 
Munyon, and broke his collarbone. 

A fierce wind came up Sunday 
afternoon, which created problems for 
those still on the ridges. Barry Higgins 
said he almost got blown off one ridge. 
He came flying off a jump and the 
wind pushed him about four feet 
sideways. “I'm lucky there was enough 
room for the change in course” he 
said. Barry was riding his old 
motocross bike as enough of the new 
Maico enduro bikes weren't in the U.S. 
et. 

3 The look on the faces of the 160 
riders who finished told you that 
Sunday’s tough course more than 
made up for Saturday’s trail ride. Al 
Eames of the AMA was on hand and 
was happy that Sunday was tough — 
“Got to test the riders”.

It’s Rob Murray’s 
GP at CMC Ontario

ONTARIO, CA, MAR. 27 

Rob Murray and Harry Klinz- 
mann traded the 250 GP lead a 
dozen times before Murray final- 
ly won at a CMC road race held 
on the Ontario Motor Speedway's 
3.19-mile “long course.” Murray led 
Klinzmann and the field off the start, 
but at the halfway point Klinzmann 
caught Murray and the dice was on. 
Frantic scratching followed each lead 
change, with Murray and Klinzmann 
turning 2:09 lap times and both 
passing the finish lîne leading several 


times in the last half of the race. 
Finally, Murray drove outside 
Klinzmann in a series of fast left 
handers leading from the back straight 
and pulled away to win. Steve Lang 
was third after a race-long battle with 
Gil Martin ended with Martin 
crashing three turns from the finish. 
while leading Lang. 

In a special two-lap match race, 
Murray again beat Klinzmann, this 
time by half a length. For the match 
race, the finish line was moved from 
the exit of the infield to halfway down 
the front straight. Klinzmann almost 
drafted and slingshot Murray for the 
win, but passed into the lead a few feet 
beyond the checkers. 

Murray also won Open GP, riding 
the only TZ750 entered. 

Alan Gingerelli continued his recent 
domination of 350 Production with his

asing Mike Tidwell (2) at the 












Rustan's/ND Yamaha R5, holding off 
Scott Clough's charges the entire race, 
with lap times getting down to 2:19.7. 

Terry Waugh (Yoshimura 845cc 
GS750 Suzuki) and Jim Haberlin 
(Laverda 1000) raced for first place in 
the Open 4-stroke GP class right down 
to the last turn of the last lap. Waugh's 
bike was far faster than the machines 
of Haberlin and Carry Keoshgerian 
(overbored Honda 750), and it showed 
at the start. In the infield, Haberlin 
made use of his better tires (a fat slick 
on the rear compared to Waugh's PZ-2 
treaded compound rear tire) to pick 
up time on Waugh exiting turns. If 
Waugh gassed it hard, his bike went 
sideways. Haberlin’s just drove out of 
turns under full power. Koeshgerian 
fell off the pace after a few laps of all 
three mixing it up, and Haberlin stole 
the lead from Waugh several times. 
Three turns from the finish, Waugh 
had the lead and almost lost Haberlin 
in traffic. But Haberlin managed to 
out-drive Waugh exiting one of the 
last turns, and won. 

Haberlin also won Open 
Production, leading from the second 
turn of the first lap. A friend of 
Waugh's, riding Waugh's potent 
Suzuki, holeshot the Open Production 
field and led by hundreds of feet 
around the banking, but -missed the 
turn into the esses and headed cross- 
country in the dirt. Haberlin and the 
pack passed, but the errant rider was 
able to work his way up from 12th to 
second overall at the finish. Both John 
Glover (750 Nor) and Steve Mallonee 
(Open Tri) parked their Mr. Jags 
limey bikes, Mallonee’s machine 
spitting off parts, mufflers, and baffles 
just like a junk truck losing its load. 

Mark Homchick had better luck 
with his Mr. Jags box stock Trident. 
dragging the pegs and sliding on the 
K81s to first 750 Production in a field 
of heavily-modified machines. ‘The 
smoke pouring off the dragging rigid, 
rubber-covered ‘Trident pegs looked 
like streamers in fast corners. 

Patrick Eagan then took Waugh's 
Suzuki out and ran away from the 
Super Cafe (Open) class with 2:21 lap 
times. Second overall in that class was 
a Yoshima Racing Service 500cc 
Honda CB400F that started in the 
second wave (Cafe, or 600cc class), 
passed the second wave by the 
banking. then got down to 2:17.5 lap 
times and caught and passed 
everything (Zls, GS750s, everything) 
in the Super Cafe class except Eagan’s 
Suzuki, which was in sight by the end 
of eight laps. 





Steve Schraeder took another 500cc 
Yoshima CB400F to second in the Cafe 
class. ahead of hard-riding Malcolm 
Hill (Yam RD with chambers). It was 
all Schraeder could do to hold off Hill 
while worrying about too-lean jetting 
and holding the revs down to 10,000 
rpm (the Yoshima machines normally 
turn 12,500 rpm). 

Schraeder had less trouble earlier 
winning the 600cc Four Stroke GP 
class, with his Yoshima/ Amsoil CB400 
running away from Ray Roberts 
(Yoshimura 458cc Honda CB400F) 
and Ben Bernie, riding another 
Yoshima 500cc Honda CB400F in his 
second-ever motorcycle road race. ®

For all of the avid enduro riders who entered 
the CRC Hobo 100 mile event, can you believe 
that there was a tie for the overall win!

Grand Prix April 1-3 marks the first motor- 
cycle race on this city’s through-the-streets road 


race circuit. Last year, a special Kawasaki-

sponsored exhibition gave both the 
spectators and organizers a taste of the 
kind of show motorcycles could bring 
to this international race, the West 
Coast running of the U.S, Grand Prix 
for Formula One cars. Based on that 
preview, a 75-mile Motorcycle Grand 
Prix became the weekend's major 
supporting event. 

The story of this match will be two 
dozen riders from the American side of 
the Atlantic (including Mexico City's 
Jimmy Morales) trying to keep Barry 
Sheene from putting the $3,600 
winner's share in his pocket. The 
500cc World Champion, who said he'd 
bring both 500cc and 650cc RG-series 
Suzuki “square fours” to this race, 
arrives as a favorite. 

The field (Sheene included) was 
filled out by a process of “invite, then 
negotiate,” to arrive at 25 starters 
(with a minimum guaranteed $150 
start money) plus five alternates. (See 
entry list.) Of the announced starters, 
Gary Nixon has said he will try to ride, 
despite having fractured his right wrist 
at Daytona; Mike Clarke, who. broke 
his foot_in a crash at Daytona, 
also plans to ride. Nixon's doctors 
have him wearing a` special 
glove/brace which may or may not be 
in place when he climbs on his Erv 
Kanemoto-tuned Yamaha to attempt 
to qualify. 

The motorcycles. will take to the 
track at 11:20 a.m. Friday April 1 for 
the first of three scheduled 
practice/qualifying sessions (two 
Friday, one Saturday). This totals just 
3% hours open track time to learn the 
course and qualify for grid position. 
The course itself, run counter- 
clockwise over a city-street circuit 
encircling the Long Beach 
Arena/Convention Center complex, is 
2.02 miles long. Sheene said he could 
expect 170-mph-top speeds on the 
curving backstretch (part of Shoreline 
Blvd.) which begins and ends with a 
hairpin. The circuit includes uphill, 
downhill, and change-of-camber 
sections. : 

The 75-mile race for the money will 
start at 3:15 p.m. Saturday, April 2. 
Racegoers who already hold. tickets 
will be able to park their motorcycles 
under guard at the Cycle News office, 
2201 Cherry, and take a free 
shuttlebus to and from the race area.

Garoutte had emerged from the 
swarming front-row mob a clear 
leader with Alan Barbic tucked in 
behind him going up the hill. One lap 
later, Garoutte was clearing away with 
Al Collins in pursuit. Barbic was 
caught up in traffic with Jack Baker, 
Doug Draper, Mike Tidwell and Steve 
Brandt. Baker and Tidwell had 
already gotten in some high-speed 
practice dicing with the leaders 
(running on a no-points basis) of the 
combined 350/500/Open GP race. 
These five riders remained tight, 
ducking and weaving beside each 
other in the wind gusts until, coming 
up the hill, Brandt seized and 
highsided in front of Tidwell and 
Barbic. The two left the road together 
evading the mishap. Barbic was able 
to pick up and restart, but Tidwell 
landed heavily with his bike in one of 
the drainage ditches. 

With the yellow out and the 
ambulance on the scene, Collins closed 
right up on Garoutte. “He motored me 
coming out of 11 on the next-to-last 
lap” Dave said after the race, “but 
then we lapped another. rider just 
before turn one and both of us went 
way outside. He must have got his tires 
dirty... I passed him in the 
Carousel, then it was get-it-on time the 
rest of the way.” 

Brandt was treated and released, 
showing scarred-up hands and ruined 
leathers for his mishap. The 
ambulance crew carefully loaded 
Tidwell on a backboard from where he 
lay in the trackside ditch and 
transported him immediately. No 
word on his condition at presstime. 

There was one other hard, scary 
crash in Superstreet which caused a 
rather bizarre “Alphonse-Gaston” 
routine between leaders Paul Ritter 
(Duc) and Paul Vogel (Kaw). Ritter 
had already beaten Vogel soundly in 
750 Production with his “other” Duck; 
this time the two were swapping 
back and forth with 410 Production 
winner Gunnady Liubimsky (Yam) for 
company. Liubimsky on the nimble 
middleweight hung with the two 
bigger bikes for several laps. They 
finally cleared away with Vogel in the 
lead, when someone in passing 
knocked new rider 39N (500 Kaw) off 
in the curving start-finish straight. 
The ambulance moved immediately, 





since the downed rider looked worse 
off than he later turned out to be. 
Shooting out from behind the pitwall, 
Vogel and Ritter simultaneously saw 
the flag and the ambulance and it 
caught them both by surprise. Vogel's 
hand shot up; Ritter took it as a signal, 
and passed. The white flag was out. 
Then Ritter, realizing he'd passed 
under the yellow, turned in the saddle, 
waved Vogel by, and Vogel won it. 

Bill Mullins got a solid win in 125 
Production, but got aced out of a third 
place trophy at the line in 125 GP. Jeff 
Leggitt was the daring-doer, having 
kept close company the whole race. 
Bill Brinkerhoff and Doug Draper 
were solidly ahead of the 
Mullins/Leggitt duel. 

John Chermak fielded all three of 
his Berkeley Yamaha-sponsored 
Yamahas, and finished with all three, 
getting a straight string of second 
placings. Another who got in plenty of 
track time was Bill Henry, who put his 
hyper-tense 350 Yamaha ahead of the 
entire Open GP mob, running for no 
points. Official Open GP winner, 
chasing Henry, was Bob O’Connell, 
self-sponsored on an 836cc Honda. 
Henry came back as part of a 60-rider 
field in Superstreet, and won the 
under-600 division finishing about 
fourth overall, 

Heavyweight Production got quite 
strung out behind Ritter and Vogel 
(who were in 750 Prod.); and nearly 
everyone had huge handfuls of 
wobbles. Leroy Gerke, on a “Corsa 
Rossa” Guzzi, won the Open class. The 
250 Prod. race was a Can-Am benefit 
for Gordon Seim. Gerke took another 
Can-Am to win 200 Production 
(Chermak got.quite used to chasing 
converted dirt bikes this Sunday.) There 
was a thundering mob of four stroke 
singles in various classes this weekend, 
and one of them, a BSA with Gary 
Broeder up, got second 500 GP behind 
Mike Ross’ 350 Yamaha. Vance 
Breese, who made a habit of winning 
here on his special-breed thumper, has 
moved on to bigger, better (?) things, 
and rode a still-sorting-out sponsored 
Moto Guzzi to third Open Production. 

The final race of the day was the 
new Box Stock class, the subject of a 
formal Reading-of-the-Riot-Act 
during riders meeting. (“Let's try to 
get legal.

ITMA to try paid 
lobby in ’78

The Idaho Trail Machine As- 
sociation will try out a “paid 
exec” concept for lobbying dur- 
ing the two-month heavy legisla- 
tive season, if the necessary money can 
be raised. The Association's Board of 
Directors voted approval on the 
concept (a proposal by President Steve 
Miller) during the annual State 
Convention, hosted in this Nevada 
“border town" by the Magic Valley 
Trail Machine Assoc. of Twin Falls. 
To place a full-time active lobbyist 
in Boise during ‘the peak summer

months would cost $5,000, according 
to Miller's proposal. The Directors, all 
representatives of the four member 
clubs, swallowed hard at the figure, 
but endorsed the idea in principle. 
They will return to their home clubs 
and begin to set up fund-raising 
activities. If the money can be earned 
during the 1977 season, the State of 
Idaho will have its first full-time 
motorcycle lobbyist. 

ln other formal action, the Board 
elected Ray Wall, Galen Sutphin, 
Ernie Gadsby and Ellen Watson to 
replace outgoing Directors. Steve 
Miller was re-elected President, Jerry 
Clark continues as Vice President, and 
Steve Platt (after considerable friendly 
persuasion) became 
Secretary/Treasurer. 

Guest speakers included Recreation 
Planner Chuck. Wells. from Idaho 
Parks and Recreation Dept., Ranger 
Lou Munsen of the U.S. Forest 
Service, and a Cycle News Editor. The 
land managers displayed maps 
showing how cooperative effort 
between the riders and the Forest 
Service had prevented wholesale land 
closures, establishing necessary 
protected areas while keeping most 
designated trails and many riding 
areas open. 

Slides from the 1976 State Ride (an 
annual long-loop mountain trek) 
showed another outstanding example 





of multi-agency/rider cooperation. 
The ITMA trail crews used compact 
chainsaws, (which were purchased 
with state off-road registration funds, 
then donated back to the riders for 
public-service use) to clear fallen 
timber from Forest Service trails, some 
of which had been blocked for two or 
more years. One shot of the “downfall” 
created by seasonal storms showed a 
trail choked with fallen trees as if a 
giant had emptied. a- box of 
humongous toothipicks into it. A slide 
taken during the ride showed the trail 
clear — a massive hand-labor effort. If 
it weren't for the riders’ volunteer 
work, combined with the help of the 
state government, the trail network 
would deteriorate for lack ‘of 
maintenance. 

The ITMA is a confederation of 
family-oriented, non-competitive 
trailriding clubs. Individual chapters 
are located in Boise (Treasure Valley 
TMA), Burley (Snake River), 
Pocatello, and Twin Falls (Magic 
Valley). The organization has evolved 


from an association of Tote-Gote 
riders into a broadly-based 
membership of all ages, riding 


everything from downgeared, silenced 
motocrossers to enduro-ized trials 
bikes. For more information on 
membership, dues, and activities, 
write to Idaho Trail Machine Assoc., 
Box 1023, Twin Falls, Idaho 83301.

Leavitt tops 
P.I.T.S. Spring Trial 


By Bill Garrison 


MURDERERS GULCH, CA, MAR. 20 
The Sacramento chapter of the 
Pacific International Trials So- 
ciety (P.1.T.S.) put on the Spring 
Trial this year. ‘The trial followed 
the recent trend of a very short loop 
and fairly easy sections. (For the 
Novices.) The sections were well mixed 
with one sand wash, one hillclimb, one 
with mud, four dirt and rock sections, 








one section with loose rock and shale, 
and two stream beds liberally 
sprinkled with rocks and boulders. 
Owing to the lack of rain, only one of 
these had any water in it. Everyone 
rode the same sections, but the 
Amateurs and Experts rode different 
lines within the section. This was an 
excellent spectator trial, with six 
sections within a hundred yards of the 
parking area. 


The sections 

1. This was a drop off a bank and 
across a streambed, going halfway up 
the other side and around a rock 
buried there, dropping back into the 
streambed for a little ways, and exiting 
left and up through some mud. The 
Experts had a separate entrance and 
exit for this one. The usual cause of 
getting marks here was getting your 
weight too far back and losing steering 
control. 

2. Hillclimb. It wound across the 
face of a hill, then turned off-camber 
and headed up with lots of loose stuff 
over baked hardpan to provide 
excitement. The Experts just kept 
going on this one; their exit was about 
30 yards farther along than the 
Novices. 

3. Experts and Amateurs only. It 
went down and came back up the river 
bank. The whole section was round 
easy-to-roll rocks from the size of your 
head at the entrance to golf ball size 
on the way up to the exit. 

4. An old favorite, the sand wash. 
There has been a section here nearly 
every trial. They always find a 
different way to run it. This time we 
dropped into a branch of the gully, 
ran a few yards, and made a climbing 
right turn up the side. The Experts 
had to make an extra turn up near the 
top to get through another gate. 

5. This was a long section that 
dropped down a dirt hill onto a trail 
that wound around some rocks, over 
some others, and then started up a hill 
full of loose dirt. When you got to the 
top, it turned left and immediately 
went up a three foot rock, over some 
more, and to the left and out. The 
Experts had a different entrance, and 
some difficulty routing in the section. 

6. This was an easy section until you 
got to the exit. It led down and curved 
to the left to start back up the hill, and 
when you got there, the exit was on the 
other side of a right turn over a bunch 
of very large, sharp-looking rocks. 

7. The easiest Novice section of the 
trial. A very short righthand climb, 
then straight ahead and out. The 
Experts went left and down, then back 
up a four or five foot wall, and out the 
same exit. 

8. Water. Finally! Like most water 
sections, lots of slippery rocks. 

9. Expert/Amateur only. Same as 
above with a four foot ledge thrown in. 

10. This section wound around a 
mound taking advantage of all the 
rock and shale lying about. The 
Experts had different entrance, exit, 
and routing. 

11. Aclimb upa dry stream. Lots of 
rocks. Experts stayed in the stream 
while Novices went up the bank at the 
top. 

12. Entrance and exit were the same 
for all. Go in low on a hill, curving to 
the left to wind up facing a ledge. 
Novices went up a three foot-slope 
through dirt and rocks, and exited 
left. The Experts turned short, went 
up a five foot rock face and used the 
same exit. ®

It was bound to happen. What with the mind- 
boggling pace of technical development in road 
racing, simply having a TZ750 is no longer 
enough. Already relegated to the dungheap of 


obscurity are countless TZ700s, 
TZ750As, Bs, Cs, not to mention the 
soon-to-be-obsolescent “D.” (Just wait 
‘til the Sears Point National). Pretty 
soon these babies will be even bigger 
turkeys on the market than TM400s; 
and the ambitious trials bike builder 
will be able to pick one up for a 
measley $3,500. (That's pretty cheap, 
compared to the cost of raising a 
Southern California teenager the 
only other known “hot set-up” in 
modern day trials). 

When we broached this idea to a 
friend at Yamaha, he said, “Camel, if 
you're crazy enough to try it, I can 
loan you an engineless monoshock 
frame. Maybe that Scott fella will loan 
you an engine.” 

With a little creative scrounging, we 
soon had the basic materials for our 
project assembled in the picturesque 
abandoned salt’ mine in which CN 
does all its off-the-wall projects, now 
that we have a zoot-capri office with 
no garage. Forks were the biggest 
problem, since the TZ750’s dual-disc 
front end is incredibly heavy for trials 
work, and has grossly inadequate 
travel. Lucky for us, they finally made 
Bob Hannah give up riding his stock 
YZ250; and we soon had a set of forks 

` we could adapt. 


“Aha!” you say, “Motocross folks 
won't possibly work on a trials bike 
too stiff!” Not so. Stiff they may be 
when bolted to a 195-pound 
motocrosser; but when loaded with the 
weight of a water-cooled four cylinder, 
they work out just right. Gotta use the 
old head-bone when you're assembling 
a collection of freebies into a complete 
motorcycle. 

Then there was the obvious problem 
of casewidth. The solution became a 
simple matter of sawing off the 
existing gearbox and turning the 
engine sideways. Eliminating all that 
unsightly airspace between the 
repositioned engine and the lower 
frame rails became an equally simple 
matter of stuffing the frame in a press 
and squeezing it a bit. You'll never 
believe how we created a completely 
tucked-in, four-into-one silenced trials 
exhaust system for it — so we won't tell 
you. The final touch was a rubber- 
donut traction drive off the crankshaft 
and directly onto the rear tire. 

It was with great trepidation that we 
entered our project TZ750 in a 
Southern California club trials. Our 
trepidation increased when every 
teenager we approached about riding 
it turned pale and collapsed. 
Practically reduced to tears- (at the

we finally found this one great hairy 
dude, an unemployed movie extra 
named Kong, who seemed to have all 
the necessary qualifications.

Based on our experience so far, we 
can conclude that eliminating the 
water radiator to save weight was a 
rotten idea. Well, back to the old salt 
mine. Stay glued for Part II “Beating 
on a TZ750 tank until it holds just two 
gallons and stays out of your way” and 
more fantastic trials trickery. e

good condition.

Young Tom Brooks, mounted on a screaming 
125 DKW, was first overall in the Desert Vipers 
Hare Scrambles. It has been a long time 
coming for Brooks; he just couldn’t seem to 


find the machinery, the right course 
and set of circumstances to make it 
happen. The fast downhill. starting 
area and a tight, rough riders’ course 
were the perfect set-up for Brooks and 
the little DKW to win today. His win 
marks the first time a bike this small 
has ever won overall in the desert. 

A.C. Bakken (Hus), riding his first 
heavyweight Expert race, grabbed the 
lead off the line and held it for what he 
says was about 20 seconds before Larry 
Pfutzenreuter (Bul) took over. The 
more experienced Pfutz battled it out 
with A.C. to the bomb, then started 
pulling away. 

Up to the first check, the course was 
WFO country with super get-off cross 
drainage in spots. Vipers had these 
well danger marked, though, and you 
had to be asleep to eat it. 

After Check One, the course 
dropped into a fast no rocks sandwash 
with just enough bumps and sharp 
corners to keep it interesting, onto a 
rocky fire road for about a mile, then 
out across rocky desert. Next came the 
rocky up-hill that really strung 
everybody out. 

Pfutz still had the lead here, but 
starting up the hill, the 250 Bul 
coughed and sputtered and Tom 
Brooks and the little DKW went 
screaming by. 


Shortly after the hill, Pfutz hit a 
rock that wound his brake lever 


around his footpeg. When he stopped . 


to straighten it out Jim Fishback (CZ) 
went charging by in chase of Brooks, 
leaving Pfutz in third place and 
Bakken in fourth. 

More rocky desert followed, then a 
rocky up-hill sandwash, down a cobby 
fire road and out across a smooth 


_ valley. 


The next hill didn’t look like much, 
but you could hear Brooks shifting 
down and revving the DKW's engine 
as it got steeper and steeper. The first 
15 riders were well spaced, then even 
the Experts and Amateurs mixed. it 
up. All it took was one bike getting 
sideways across the trail and making 
everybody else get off into the soft sand 
and rocks. 


The best part of the course was the 
twisty little downhill leading into 
home check. The riders could really 
boogie down it, and enjoyed cooling 
off after the struggle to make it up'the 
hill. 

Art Knapp (Hus) had moved up into 
fourth place for a while, but only held 
it for a couple of minutes before he 
dropped back with a flat tire. 

In the second loop, A.C. ‘Bakken, 
sull running fourth, bobbled and got 
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“Muffin, my 410cc Honda four-stroke 120 mph Baja winner just didn’t have 
the top speed to keep up-with that DKW,” said Al Baker after the race.

Sandy Termin, 125 Yamaha was 
first girl today. With all the hills to 
push up, it really wasn’t a course for 
girls and Sandy is to be congratulated 
on a good ride.

In the Trailbike division, Dave 
Banks (Kaw) was first Novice followed 
by Jerry Clark (Hod).

Hefner wins 
Whiz Bang 100

Pausing to wipe his sweaty, dusty 
face on a passing cottontail — 
firmly attached to a buxom 
blonde — Hugh M. Hefner told 


a gathered multitude how he had 
beaten Larry Roeseler and Bob 
Balentine to win the Whiz Bang 100- 
mile Hare and Hound. 

“I figured that strategy would win 
this race,” said Hefner. “So | arranged

Hefner's lead was made more secure 
in the pits. While Hefner's crew, also 
recruited from the Los Angeles 
“office,” did a credible job of getting 
their rider gassed and back out on the 
course, other pit crews were not at 
their usual efficiency due to a massive 
brawl before the race started. (There 
had been a disagreement over which 
club would set up pits next to Hefner's 
group.) Sporting a number of black 
eyes, fat lips and assorted broken 
bones, the Sled Riders and the 
Cleansweep Racing Team finally took 
their chosen spots. 

Riders coming through a tight, silty, 
steep, uphill canyon that required 
many to push their bikes the last 200 
feet, were treated at the summit by 
more of Hefner's associates to chilled 
champagne and beer. 

Finishing the race looking slightly 
tired, Hefner said “You know, beating 
that Roeseler and that Balentine on 
my first try, well I think that's pretty 
good. Don't you?” He then smiled. 

Hefner had arrived at the race site 
Saturday afternoon. His black DC-9 
landed on nearby Damp Dry Lake and 
was met by a large, black tractor 
trailer semi, which contained both 
plush living quarters and a complete 
machine shop. 

Roeseler finished second, 
completing the race two hours and 20 
minutes after Hefner. The normally 
physically fit Roeseler was precariously 
close to total exhaustion; however he 
finished with a broad smile.

BLM to remove 
excess burros 
from desert 


Faced with a problem of too 
many wild burros for available 
habitat and forage in the Saline 
Valley, officials of the Bureau of 


Land Management (BLM), 
Bakersfield District, announced the 
implementation of a plan to 
exterminate excess animals from the 
rangeland there. 

“Feral burro numbers have grown to 
the extent that they represent a threat 
to themselves and other wildlife and 
vegetative species, several of which are 
on the endangered species list. An 
ecological balance-must exist-in order

for vegetation to be productive enough 
to sustain a population of wild burtos, 


_ and provide habitat for various native 


wildlife species,” Louis A. Boll, BLM 
District Manager, said. 

Saline Valley habitat studies have 
been made jointly by the U.S. Forest 
Service, California Fish and Game and 
BLM, to determine the extent of 
habitat degradation caused by the 
excessive burro populations, and 
decisions have been made as to the 
numbers of animals that can properly 
inhabit the area compatibly with other 
values, 

“Through well planned and 
humanely conducted bombing, 
artillary and mortar attacks, we hope 
to remove a number of burros from 
the area,” Boll continued. “We will 
use such methods as water poisoning, 
baiting bear traps with hay, and 
napalming.” 


Captured animals will be checked 
for age, sex, weight and physical 
condition. Those that are suitable will 
be offered to President Carter for use 
at his next state dinner, under the 
Bureau's “Eat-A-Horse-or-Burro” 
program. 

“There is a real need for applicants 
at this time to eat the burros captured, 
killed and maimed in Saline Valley. 
Anyone interested may apply directly 
to the District Office for processed 
burro meat. Forms are available by 
writing 800 Truxtun Avenue, Room 
311, Bakersfield, California 93301,” 
Lou Boll concluded. 

If there are any animals that are 
found to be diseased, have severe old 
injuries, are too old to be released 
back into the wild, or otherwise 
unadoptable, persons should simply 
use their meat in heavily-spiced 
meatloaf, according to Boll. ®

President Carter's environmental 
message to Congress is now slated 
for April 1, Cycle News has 
learned through a March 25 
phone conversation with Bob King, an 
assistant in the public affairs office of 
the Council on Environmental 

uality. 

“The CEQ has been responsible for 
preparing a large part of the message: 
We have prepared a draft which we 
circulated to various agencies for their 
comments. A part of that message 
included the Executive Order 
concerning ORV usage. 

“What is important,” continued 
King, “is that the proposal is a draft 
and that the specific language has not 
been worked out yet. The CEQ does 
not want to ban ORV's from all public 
lands. The thrust of this proposal is to 
prevent irreparable damage to Federal 
lands which is a responsibility of the 
CEQ. | reitterate that the CEQ does 
not want to close all lands, but only 
those where there is irreparable 
damage or possible damage.” 

Cycle News also contacted the 
Bureau of- Outdoor Recreation for 
their view on the subject. BOR public 
information spokesman George Kyle 
of the BOR's Washington office, 
allowed that wording that would close 
all public lands to ORV's hasn't 
appeared in any of the proposals that 
he had seen. His interpretation was 
that if an area required studies or 
public hearings or a combination -of 
both to arrive on what was right for 
that specific area then the proposed 
amendment would enable managers of 
the lands to close them until they 
could work out the details so that there 
would be no interim damage in an 
extremely critical or sensitive area. 
That interpretation, however, 
cautioned Mr. Kyle, was based on 
draft documents he had seen and not 
on any final wording in the proposed 
EO. “I don't believe that anybody can 
say exactly what the position is until 
the President releases his message,” 
concluded Mr. Kyle. 

AMA legislative assistant Rob Rasor 
spent March 25 in Washington in a 
series of meetings conducted at the 
CEQ which also involved both AMA 
and MIC lawyers. A meeting with 
Barry Flamm of the CEQ produced a 
promise by Flamm to release a copy of 
the proposed EO to the AMA/MIC 
lawyers March 28 after he had 
received authority to do so. e
